No date was set fo r fu rther bar­ 
gain in g sessio n s. 
A co mp an y statem en t said So u th­ 
western Bell had “ met all u n io n 
dem an ds” an d withdrawn its o wn 
deman ds “ co n tin gen t u p o n u n io n 
accep tace o f the co mp an y ’s p ro ­ 
p o sal fo r a ‘p ro tectio n o f serv ice’ 
clau se in the co n tract.“

this clau se wo u ld p ro tect So u th­ 
western fro m “ q u ickie” strikes—

m v policy of pacing higher interest rates on 


govei nm ent b onus. 
Baruch was particularly critical of Randolph 
Burges'-, special assistant to the Secretary of 
Ireasur.v, who's in charge of floating govern­ 
ment loans and who has recom m ended the in­ 
creased interest on government loans. 


Burgess is a form er official of the National 
( i t 
Bank and B aruch told the Democratic sen- 
¿'tois that v hen he had learned of certain B ur- 
ae>. policies, he w ithdrew his account from the 
National 
City 
Bank. 
The

SI,500,000 and the next day, Baruch said the 
Bank telephoned to ask the reason for the w ith­ 
drawal 
The elder statesm an replied that is

Baruch also w arned the senators that the 
United States faced a deflationary period, and 
that deflation cguld always b e dangerous how ­ 
ever, he said that if the government was cautious 
nun careful: we could w eather the storm.

Y. City Planner Bob Moses, a Republican, let out 
some scorching criticism of Eisenhower Housing 
policies right in front of the President. 
“ I take this occasion to plead for the coura­ 
geous, 
clean-cut surgical removal of all 
our 
slums,” Commissioner Moses said just before Ike 
spoke. 
“ Unfortunately recent cuts by Congress nave 
indicated a deplorable resurgence of hard-boiled 
reactionares to whom acreage is more important 
than people, as a result, Baruch houses, among 
others, have been cut in two.” 
Moses referred to the fact tha t the Taft Pub lic

Watch t iiilcl For Overweight 


If There"* Diab etes In Faniih 


Bv EDW IN P. J ORDAN M l), 


A question received from Mrs. Q. laises a 
rather complicated question concerning diab etes. 
She writes: “ 1 have b een told that if a parent has 
diab etes, the m ild or children would have d ia­ 
b etes also, especially if one of the parents has to 
receive insulin. My husb and was taking insulin 
when we m arried and still is. Now' we have 
a 
son two years old who seems perfectly* normal. 
Will he have diab etes, too? Is it an inherited dU- 
euse or Can it b e ob tained only through one's 
diet ?” 


In reply to this question, it is generally con­ 
sidered that diab etes is an inherited disease: a 
family history of diab etes can b e ob tained in 
ab out one-quarter of all those who are known to 
have it. 


However, the v, ay in which oiab etes is in ­ 
herited prob ab ly m eans that on the average only 
ab out one child in four would have wab etes if 
one parent has the disease and IN other is nut 
carrying any tendency in that rtireetior. If b oth 
parents have diab etes, one might expect all the 
children !o have it also, though fhis is not al­ 
ways b orne out b y experience. 


The question of taking insulin piob ab ly does 
not enter in. and quite likely there is no more 
chance of a child b ecoming diab etic tf the parent 
is taking insulin or if he is not. Mrs. Q’s son 
should b e examined from time to time, b ut it 
will do no gooo to worry ab out In is chances of 
developing the disease. 


OthPT Factors 


These are other things b esides heredity which 
enter into the development of diab etes. Most 
important from the practical standpoint is that 
overweight greatly 
increases the chances of 
developing diab etc« . 
A nother factor which has to do with the « -lev el­ 
oping of diab etes is so-called “nerve-strain.” The 
frequency of the disease is highest among per­ 
sons who ate under tension in their work, b ut 
perhaps this facto« ir the devei.woment of dia­ 
b etes is overshadowed b y the fact, that most such 
people tend to overweight and come from seden­ 
tary walks of Lie. 
Certain I v, a child w ho has famiy' connections 
wdth diab etes should b e watched parHcularU 
carefully, and great care should 
o p used to avoid 
putting on fat. Otherwise, there are prob ab ly* no 
active -ten« 
.hich need to b e taken.
